The Stnte Asylum. 

The following telegram from 
Mdledgeville to the Atlanta Jour- 
nal of last Saturday, shows the 
condition of Georgia's Insane 
Asylum. 

There are at present in the lu- 
natic asylum, two miles from this 
city, 1,840 patients, one third of 
whom are colored, The institu- 
tion is fillc'l to its utmost capacity 
hut by December 1 the new build- 
ings, costing one hundred thou- 
sand dollars, will be completed, 
and there will be ample accommo- 
dations for many others. 

The state has a little over one 
million dollars invested in this 
great charity, and it costs $575 per 
day to pay the running expenses. 
There are fourteen officers and 
two hundred and fifty attendants 
and other employes. 

The rations issued daily are as 
follows: 

One thousand pounds of beef; 
live hundred pounds of bacon 5 
seventy-five pounds of coffee, one 
hundred and twenty-five pounds of 
rice; two hundred of grits; sixty 
pounds of butter; sixty pounds of 
lard; one hundred and twenty-five 
pounds of sugar; seven pounds of 
tpa; five barrels of flour; ten bush- 
els of meal; twenty gallons of 
syrup, and chickens, eggs and milk 
and vegetables in si J iiaun.

The ap- 
appearfluce of the corn is better than 
when husked by hand. A small 
■amount of grain will be shelled by the 
screws, although probably but little 
more than a husking pin. Aud iu any 
■event the shelled kernels will drop 
into the fodder and be carried up with 
it, to be afterward fed to the cattle. 

As we hava intimated before, we val- 
ne the machine- particularly for the im- 
proved condition in whioh it leaves the 
fodder.

Akswur. — This question, apparently 
so simple, involves the consideration of 
so many conditions that wo would not 
undertake to answer it unless we had 
had mora experience than is just now 
usual at the south. This question of 
irrigation requires not only to be stud- 
ied carefully, but to bo praotically de- 
veloped, before one can discuss it intel- 
ligently. Iu the SrBt place, the amount 
of Water required by our ordinary 
crops, that is the amount which 
he taken up by their roots, the only 
way iu which tho plants can appro- 
priate it to properly uourish them from 
the time the seeds sprout until the 
crops are matured, is equal to a depth 
of 1 foot over the entire soil covered by 
each crop. This is the average require- 
ment;, on a medium soil, well cultivated. 
If tho crop is vary highly manured, o 
still greater amount is needed. By ref- 
erence to No. 83 in the present number, 
you will observe that thora are many 
important points to bo considered, be- 
sides the mere collecting of the neces- 
sary amount of water.
